opments of the Potsdam conference 
as a "oha tly example ot dictatorial 
behavior.’’ 
Wiley tolci the Senate that news 
report ii:_ of die "Big Three" m e e t­ 
ing w?as “inadequate 
because of the

trivial item about the conference.*
